RESPONSE AND OBJECTION TO MOTION TO CONTINUE AND ALTERNATIVELY 

MOTION FOR TEMPORARY CUSTODY 


OBJECTION TO MOTION TO CONTINUE 

NOW COMES the Petitioner, KEVIN ROY KRAMER, by his attorneys, 
ARLINGTON, KAUFMAN, McCLINTOCK, STEELE & BARRY, LTD. and for his 
objection to Respondent’s Motion to Continue states: 

1. On December 11, 2013, Respondent faxed Petitioner's attorney a Motion 
to Continue Hearing on Custody set for December 18, 2013. 

2. That Supreme Court Rule 901 states that child custody proceedings shall 
be expedited hearings and that continuances shall not be granted in child custody 
hearings except for good cause shown and if the continuance is consistent with the 
health, safety and best interests of the child.. 

3. That the Motion for Continuance fails to state a good cause for 
continuance of the matter.. 

4. That a continuance is not in the best interests of the minor child. 
Respondent has without legal authority or court order prevented Petitioner from contact 







with the minor child other than on a very limited basis in her presence. That this behavior 
only began when Petitioner set this matter for hearing in August and is an attempt on 
Respondent’s part to establish herself as the primary care giver, which was not the case 
previously. That said behavior prevents Petitioner from establishing a bond with the minor 
child at a formative period in the child's life. That Respondent failed to cooperate with the 
mediation order and has attempted to delay and prolong this matter without good cause. 

5. That the behavior of Respondent is detrimental to the best interests of the 
child and this matter should not be delayed from hearing. 

WHEREFORE, Petitioner prays that the Motion for Continuance be denied and 
for such other and further relief as the court may deem just and equitable in the 
premises. 

COUNT II 

MOTION FOR TEMPORARY CUSTODY AND VISITATION : 

NOW COMES the Petitioner, KEVIN ROY KRAMER, by his attorneys, 
APLINGTON, KAUFMAN, McCLINTOCK, STEELE & BARRY, LTD. and requests the 
Court to establish temporary custody and visitation if a continuance of the matter is 
allowed and states: 

1. That no order has been entered upon the custody of the minor child to 

date. 

2. That Petitioner was the primary care giver for the minor child until recently 
when Respondent unilaterally began a course of conduct to prevent him from having 
contact with the minor child, which prevention is not in the best interests of the minor 


child. 




3. 


That Respondent has no fixed residence and frequently moves with the 


minor child. 


That Respondent has failed to properly care for the minor child and has 


taken the child to several different hospitals for a diagnosis of diaper rash. 

5. That Respondent’s care and treatment of the minor child has been the 
subject of an investigation by the Department of Children and Family Services. 

6. That Petitioner has a stable environment in which to raise the minor child 
and is capable of giving all necessary care, attention and control of the minor child. 

7. Petitioner is a fit and proper person to have the sole care, custody, control 
and education of the minor child and it is clearly in the best interest of the minor child 
that Petitioner be granted the sole care, custody and control of the minor child pending 
a permanent resolution of this matter. 

8. The affidavit of the Petitioner is attached hereto and made a part of this 
Motion. 

WHEREFORE, Petitioner prays that the Court enter an order awarding him the 
temporary care, custody, control and education of the minor child and for such other 
and further relief as the Court deems just and proper.
